"With the American Army in France, 
Mar. 1.—Swift retribution has fallen 
on German batteries which this week 
bombarded American trenches north- 
west of Tuol with gas shells. Ameri- 
can heavy artillery concentrated its 
fire on German battreies for half an 
hour today and obliterated the 
po- 
sition. 
Many direct hits with' high 
ex- 
plosive shells were made by Ameri- 
can (runners. 
Timbers were thrown 
•high . in air and explosions, probably 
ably of enemy's ammunition and gas, 
resulted. 
The ground about the Ger- 
man batteries 
was 
turned 
upside, 
down and if there were any German 
soldiers there they certainly suffered 
death. 
Thus far six men died from 
effects of German gas shell. 
More 
than eighty are in hospitals suffering 
from, gras poisons.

slight and only one is reported

Paris. March 1.—The repudiation 
by the Bolshevik government of Rus- 
sia'a entire bonded debt caused some 
anxiety among French people who 
held at least half of the debt of the 
empire outstanding at the beginning: 
of the war. 
Eighteen billions of francs of Rus- 
sian bonds, at the price of issue, 
were listed on 
the 
Paris 
bourse. 


Twelve billions according to the low- 
est esimates and fifteen billions ac- 
cording to other calculations

bought by the French public.

There is little need of quoting the 
advance in prices for cigars, cigar- 
ettes and tobacco, because of the fact 
that they are unavailable at this time 
— have been for more than a month- — 
and there is no prospect of their be- 
ing on sale as usual for some little 
time to come. Xo tobacco of any 
kind is on sale in the ordinary tobac- 
conist shops, and one can find cigar- 
ettes only in the "American bars" and 
in the better restaurants and hotels. 
A box of ten Egyptian cigarettes 


will cost five to seven francs — a dol- 
lar to a dollar and forty cents for ten. 
Cigars are six to ten francs apiece. 
French tobacco from all 
over 


shipped by rail, thus adding to the al- 
ready badly congested railroad traf- 
fic.But the loss in freight movement 
was of minor importance.

Hock county has not been doing its 
share In the production of sugar. Al- 
though the Hock County Sugar com- 
pany manufactured and shipped the 
past season 2,400,.000 pounds of beet 
sugar, made from Rock county beets, 
tho normal consumption by the poo- 
pie of this county alone has been 
4,1)20.060 pounds each year. 
Thus it 
may be seon that although Janesville 
has one of tho largest sugar factories 
In the" state the production Is greatly 
less than the consumption and tlio 
county is not bearing the burden it 
should. 
Farmers are being: asked to grow

• "Whether a. primary election will be 
held, in this city on March 19 to nom-- 
inate candidates for the various elec- 
tive city offices is still a question in 
the minds of political leaders because 
of the diverse opinions which aro.
